Chinese Internal 
Settlement Near 


CHUNGKING, Jan, 15—(BUP)— 
The Chinese Communists have ac- 
cepted in principle a Nationalist 
program for reorganization of the 
government under the leadership 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Kuomintang, the Central 
News Agency said today. 

CENTRAL INDICATED that a 
final settlement of the years-old 
political split between the Nation- 
alists and Communists was immin- 
ent as a result of the Leftists’ de- 
cision, 

The agency said the other minor- 
ity parties represented at the unity 
meeting in Chungking also had ac- 
cepted the Nationalist proposals, 


although technical details of the) 


reorganization still were being 


worked out. 


The main features of the pro-| 


gram were that the Kuomintang 
would retain its status as China's 
leading political party, with Chiang 
as president occupying a position 
about midway between that of the 
United States president and the 
British king. 

The Kuomintang would be em- 
powered to appoint an intéyim gov- 
ernment pending a national elec- 
tion, but all minority parties would 
share in the policy-making powers 
of the new state council.

WELCH, W.Va., Jan. 15—(BUP)— 
A violent explosion blasted the 
New River and Pocahontas Coal 
Company's mine today, killing at 
least five miners and leaving the 
fate of approximately 60 others un- 
determined. 


THE EXPLOSION RIPPED

Approximately 200 of those who 
were in the mine were rescued.

Many Protests. 
Greet Reprieve 
Of Gen. Meyer 


TORONTO, Jan. 15—(CP)—A 
storm of protest from officials of 
veterans’ organizations greeted 
news yesterday that the death sen- 
tence imposed on Maj.-Gen. Kurt 
Meyer, former S.S, divisional com- 
mander, for killing Canadian pris- 
oners had been reduced to life im- 
prisonment in Canada. : 

W. T. BURKE, provincial secre- 
tary of the Ontario command of the 
Canadian Legion, said Meyer's trial 
was fair and the judgment of the 
court should not have been inter- 
fered with. 

“If the situation had been re- 
versed, no German court would 
have shown the slightest consider- 
ation,” Mr. Burke said. “The sen- 
tence would have been death, quick 
death. What will the rest of the war 
criminals think now? We are going 
to have to feed Meyer for the rest 
of his life.” 

MAJOR EVERETT BRISTOL, 
K.C., a past district president of 
the legion, said he was “certainly 
surprised” but felt the decision 
would go to a higher authority, 
possibly Field Marshal Montgom- 
ery, for confirmation and might be 
changed. 

Said Mrs. Louise Long, provincial 
secretary of the Ladies’ Auxiliaries, 
Canadian Legion: 

“My own personal view is that 
the man should hang. I see no rea- 
son why the sentence should not be 
carried out. Our Canadian boys 
were shot down without 4 chance.” 

MAJOR G. F. DAVIES, Dominion 
president of the Canadian Corps 
said unless evidence showed reason 
for a contrary view he was prepared 
to trust the Canadian officers who 
conducted the court martial.

QUEBEC, Jan, 15.— (CP) — Ade- 
lard Godbout, liberal opposition 
leader in the Quebec legislature, 
said last night in an address that 
1945 marked the beginning of a 
world revolution and French-langu- 
age Canadians who have been given 
some authority cannot take any 
isolationist action. 

In a speech prepared for broad- 
cast over a private station, Mr. God- 
bout said that what distingdishes 
1945 is that it was situated “at the 
threshold of a revolution of which 
|the amplitude and novelty go be- 
| yond all things, all blows, all evolu- 
| tions experienced by man to domin- 
ate his pre-historic barbarism.” 

He reviewed the scientific evolu- 
tion of man through wars and said 
the world in 1939 “abruptly learned 
that the majority of traditional 
ideas on security, national sover- 
eignty and neutrality on which we 
depended before the war were noth- 
ing but phantoms.” 

“So began for us the apprentice- 
ship of the new world to be born 
from that mortal conflict,” he 
added.

Japs Started . 
Balloon Plans 
13 Years Ago 


TOKYO, Jan, 15.—(AP)—Japan 
began, as early as 1933, experi- 
menting on wind-borne, bomb- 
carrying balloons to attack North 
America, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The Japanese planned origin- 


ally to release the balloons from 
submarines off the west coast of 
the North American mainland, 
headquarters added, but by the 
time they became practical Japan 
lacked sufficient seapower to 
penetrate deep into the eastern 
pacific. 

So homeland launching sites 
were used. 

Headquarters, in a review of 
additional information about the 
balloons, many of which landed 
in Canada and the United States, 
said the record flight was made 
in January, 1945 — across the 
ocean in 1.88 days. It was re) 
corded in Tokyo by radio signal- 
ing equipment carried by the 
balloon. 

The slowest trip required 3.09 
days and was made in November, 
1944. Atmospheric conditions 
caused the time differences,

NUERNBERG, Jan. 15.—(BUP)—The war crimes court was told 
today that Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz issued secret orders in the 
last frantic months of the Nazi regime for the ruthless execution of 
naval officers who wavered in the face of Germany's apprvuaching 


defeat. 


The British prosecution introduced Doenitz’s secret orders also 
providing for promotion of officers who used their initiative in 
purging “cowardly scoundrels” from the ranks of the German navy. 

The papers were presented to show that Doenitz persisted in 


his alleged war criminality up to 


within a few weeks of the time he 


surrendered Germany to the Allies, The orders were dated April 7, 


11 and 19, 1945, 


On April 7, Doenitz toid the navy it must stand firm. He added: 
“Anyone who does not comply is a cowardly scoundrel and

BRAMPTON, Ont., Jan. 15 —(CP) 
With police at an admitted loss 
to provide a motive for the slaying 
of Mrs, Mary Pillsworth, incensed 
residents talked last night of form- 
ing vigilante committees to protect 
their womenfolk from “a maniac 
loose in the town” and council 
scheduled a meeting to discuss 
posting a reward. 

LATER, AT THIS meeting, coun- 
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cil decided to post a $1,000 reward 
for information leading to arrest 
and conviction of the slayer. 

The wanton brutality of the at- 
tack on the 28-year-old mother of | 
two children, committed by a killer 
who apparently came unseen to the 
door and left without taking any- 
thing from the home, shocked 
citizens of this town of about 6,000 
some 25 miles northwest of Toronto, 
known in its friendliness as the 
“flower city.” 

“Our women are afraid to stay 
fn their homes alone,” Mayor J. 
Beck sald in announcing council 
would discuss posting a reward for 
the killer, who struck with startling 
suddenness while her husband was 
away Saturday night to leave Mrs. 
Pillsworth fatally beaten in a 
blood-stained living room. 

As housewives carefully scrutin- 
fzed all callers before opening 
locked doors, men talked of vigil- 
ante committees to protect their 
homes,

Sacrifice Said 
Great Lesson 
From Warfare 


OTTAWA, Jan. 15.—(CP)—Sol- 
diers have learned to be ready to 
sacrifice their lives, if necessary, 
for the good of the common cause, 


and the coming generation should 
be taught the same thing, Maj.-Gen. 
Brock Chisholm, deputy minister 
of health and noted psychiatrist, 
said last night. 

ADDRESSING the annual meet- 
ing of the Ottawa branch of the 
Canadian Legion, Gen. Chisholm 
said that the last generation was 
brought up on the “dreadful 
slogan” of safety first. 

“If that slogan had been right, 
we would not have been in this war 
at all,” he said. “We would have 
been such safer out of it. The Ger- 
mans and the Japanese would have 
taken care of us.” 

MANY THINGS were more im- 
portant than personal safety and, 
when wars come, persons should 
not be worried about the integrity 
of their own person, 

While peoples in some countries 
were brought up on the safety first 
slogan, people in other countries 
were brought up to live danger- 
ously and to take chances. 

He was not suggesting that “we 
should bring up a generation of 
killers.” 

HE SAID THE CHILDREN of 
this generation should be brought 
up prepared to sacrifice their lives 
if necessary for the good of others. 
Soldiers had learned how to sacri- 
fice “and they should teach the 
rest of the people, and particular- 
ly children.” 

One of the best things to do was 
te stop being a veteran and be- 
come a civilian. Gen. Chisholm said 
he was not decrying veterans org- 
anizations as long as ex-servicemen 
did not lean on them. The Can- 
adian Legion and other such org- 
anizations were great in that they 
provided places and opportunities 
for veterans to get emotional rest.

front should be presented in other 
countries, The majority of English- 
men, for the most part, unconscious- 
ly behave this way. 

A LAMENTABLE exception to 
this rule, however, is provided by 
the recent expedition to Jugoslavia 
of a dozen members of the House 
of Commons. Although ten out of 
twelve were members of the labor 
party, they did not scruple to attack 
their own Foreign Secretary Bevin 
wherever they went, making plain 
that they thought he was pursuing 
a reactionary policy. They showed 
a similar distrust and hostility to- 
ward the British representatives 
they encountered in Belgrade, Zag- 
reb, Ljubljana and Trieste. 

In Belgrade they were received 
by British Ambassador Sir Ralph 
Stevenson, They asked him to 
give them his views on Jugoslavia. 
When they found he took a some- 
what less rosy view than they did 
of iocal conditions, their spokes- 
man, Mr. Dodd, interrupted the 
Ambassador, saying, “I think I 
ought to tell you that I for one am 
not satisfied with British represent- 
ation in the Balkans.” 

WHEN THEY discovered that 20 
or 30 of the British troops in Bel- 
grade providing essential services 
for the Embassy were critical of 
certain features of the Communistic 
regime, Mrs, Leah Manning an- 
nounced that this was due to the 
fact that British troops had rela- 
tions with Chetnik girls. 

Again, when Mrs, Manning paid 
a visit of only a few hours to 
Trieste and discovered that the few 
British soldiers with whom she 
talked did not favor the idea of 
ceding this port to Tito, she de- 
elared to a member of General 
Harding's staff that this was due 
to the fact that British troops had 
been corrupted by Italian girls who, 
unfortunately, were prettier than 
the Slovenes. 

AFTER HER RETURN to Lon- 
don, Mrs. Manning made a speech 
in the House of Commons giving 
fellow members the benefit of her 
Balkan impressions. Having mis- 
taken Mr. Kenneth Pickthorn, 
member of Parliament for Cam- 
bridge University, for Brigadier 
Fitzroy Maclean, the member for 
Lancaster, Mrs. Manning delivered 
a brusque attack upon the latter 
under the misapprehension that he 
had made a speech which, in fact, 
had been made by the former. 

This unlucky mistake about 
{identity led Mrs. Manning into the 
observation that she wished Brig- 
adier Maclean had “had the cour- 
age to accompany her to Belgrade.” 
Kt is hard to judge what particular 
dangers Mrs. Manning envisaged, 
but Brigadier Maclean had para- 
ehuted into Jugosiavia three times 
turing the war.

My friends and fellow shipmates 


on the Queen Elizabeth: 


For most of you it is homeward- 
bound. It has been a good voyage 
in a great ship, with a fine captain 
—or indeed commodore, We have 
not got there yet, but I am quite 
sure he will find the way all right. 
At any rate he has been over the 
track before, and, as I can testify 
myself, having been several times 


with him, in those days there used 


to be U-boats and things like that. 
They all seem to have dropped off 


now and we don't have to worry 
about them at all, 


SOMETHING SEEMS TO HAVE 
happened, and indeed has happen- 
ed. The seas are clear, the old flag 
flies, and those who have done the 
work, or some of it—because the 
British did some—turn home again, 
their task accomplished and their 
duty done, 

What a strange, fearful, yet glit- 
tering chapter this war has been. 
What changes it has wrought 
throughout the world and in the 
fortunes of so many families, What 
an interruption in all the plans 
each of us had made, 


WHAT A SURRENDER of the 
liberties we prized. What a casting 
away of comfort and safety. What 
a pride in peril. What a glory 
shines on the brave and true, For 
the good cause has not been over- 
thrown. Tyrants have been hurled 
from their place of power and 
those who sought to enslave the 
future of mankind have paid, or 
will pay, the final penalty. 


YOU CANADIANS, many of 
whom served in the 5th Canadian 
Division no doubt have your minds 
filled with the victorious war scenes 
of Italy and the Rhine. But we Eng- 
lishmen always think of the days 
of 1940, when the Canadian Army 
Corps stood almost alone in Kent 
and Sussex and when the Germans 
had 25 divisions ready to leap across 
the channel and wipe Great Britain 
out of life and history. I think about 
those days too sometimes, and how 
fine it was to see everyone, at home 
and throughout the Empire, moved 
by the same impulse, so simple, so 
sublime, “conquer or die”. Victory 
in arms, or in any walk of life, is 
only the opportunity of doing bet- 
ter on a larger scale and at a high- 
er level. 

DO NOT BE ANXIOUS about the 
future. Be vigilant, be strong, be 
clear-sighted, but do not be worried. 
Our future is in our hands. Our 
lives are what we choose to make 
them. The great British Common- 
wealth and Empire, emerging from 
the fire once again, glorious and 
free, will form a structure and an 
organization within which there will 
be room for all and a fair chance 
for all. ‘ 

Yesterday I was on the bridge, 
watching the mountainous waves, 
and this ship—which is no pup—cut- 
ting through them and mocking 
their anger, I asked myself, why is 
it the ship beats the waves, when 
they are so many and the ship is 
one?

Pearl Harbor Probe 


Admiral Claims Information - 
- On Japs’ Plans Not Given 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(AP)—Rear Admiral Hus- 
band E. Kimmel today contended Washington naval officials 
denied him information he said might have made Pearl 
Harbor an ambush for the Japanese. 


IN A_ 25,000-WORD statement 
submitted to the senate-house com- 
mittee investigating the Dec. 7, 
1941, Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor, the retired commander-in- 
chief of the Pacific Fleet called 
“misleading” the “war warning” 
Message sent to : 
him by Admiral. 
Harold R. Stark, | 
then chief of; 
naval operations, 
10 days before 
the attack.

6. He would have ordered the 
fleet to sea if he had known what 
Washington knew on _ successive 
dates from Nov. 27 to Dec. 7, but 
without this information he kept 
his battleships in harbor where he 
thought them safer against air 
attack than at sea without carrier 
support. 

ADMIRAL KIMMEL’S testimony 
placed him in direct opposition to 
much the committee heard from 
Admiral Stark, the last witness be- 
fore it recessed Jan. 5 until today. 
Admiral Stark said he considered 
the “war warning” message suf- 
ficient to put the fleet on a war 
basis. 

When Admiral Kimmel’s testi- 
mony is completed, possibly late 
this week,: Maj.-Gen, Walter C, 
Short, Hawaiian commander at the 
time of the attack, is expected to 
follow him to the stand. 

Admiral Kimmel told ther com- 
mittee in his statement that “no 
reasonable man” could have been 
expected to consider that Admiral 
Stark's No. 27 “war warning” “was 
intended to suggest the likelihood 
of an attack in the Hawaiian area.” 


THE MESSAGE said diplomatic 
negotiations with Japan had ceased 
and “an aggressive move by Japan 
is expected within the next few 
days.” It said there were indica- 
tions of “an @mphibious expedition 
against either the Philippines, Thai, 
or Kra Peninsula or possibly Bor- 
neo,” advising Admiral Kimmel to 
“execute and appropriate defensive 
deployment...” 

This did not warn the fleet of an 
attack in the Hawaiian area, Ad- 
miral Kimmel said. 

ADMIRAL KIMMEL SAID it was 
his conviction that if he had known 
by Nov. 28 everything known by the

HE SAID HE FAVORED replace- 
ment of the ships as soon as pos- 
sible, but there were several ques- 
tions to be decided before con- 
tracts for construction would be 
let.

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Parliamentary Tax-Dodgers 


The convention of the United Farmers 
passed a resolution calling on the Domin- 
ion Government to raise income tax exemp- 
tion to $2,000. The delegates took the 
ground that since members of parliament 
voted themselves an indemnity increase of 
this amount free of taxes, they should 

t “every” private citizen immunity to 
same sum. 

This wording would put married and 
wmamarried taxpayers on the same footing. 
The delegates can hardly have intended 
this. The inference is that the point was 
not noted in the rush of winding up the 
business of the convention. The probability 
is that the delegates were thinking only of 
married taxpayers. 

It is notable that no objection was 
raised to the increase in the parliamentary 
indemnities, but only to making the in- 
crease tax-free. That is the reasonable 
view of the matter, and the ground on 
which protest has been raised the country 
over. If the members need the extra money 
to meet expenses and compensate them for 
absence from their private business, they 
did right in raising their allowances. The 
mistake was in setting themselves up as a 
favored class. 

Having done this, two things will be 
necessary to correct the situation. The tax- 
immunity of married taxpayers should be 
raised to the $2,000 figure, and that of 
single taxpayers correspondingly lifted. 
And the members should bring themselves 
back into the pee oa category by re- 
moving the exemption from their indem- 
nity increases. 


Criminal Inaction 


Instead of being shot because his men 
murdered Canadian prisoners of war, Maj- 
Gen. Kurt Meyer will spend the remainder 
of his life behind the bars of a prison, 
somewhere in Canada, The death sentence 
was commuted by the military authorities 
in Germany, because it was not shown 
that Meyer had issued direct orders for 
the shooting of prisoners. The sentence to 
life imprisonment confirms the finding that 
he was responsible for not taking measures 
which he could and should have taken to 
prevent such outrages. 

In his appeal for leniency Meyer stated 
that he no fault to find with the con- 
duct of the trial at which he had been con- 
demned. The sentence is not therefore com- 
muted because of any unfairness, partial- 
ity or neglect on the part of the military 
court, but because the confirming author- 
ity did not feel that Meyer's negative re- 
sconeniny warranted the extreme pen- 

y. 


Most men would as soon be shot as 
spend the rest of their lives in a cell. Life 
imprisonment effectively establishes the 

that a military commander is re- 
sponsible for the conduct of his men, not 
only in res of orders which he issues 
but also orders which he should but 
does not issue. 


Australia Earned the Seat 


There will be no resentment and no 
Jealousy in Canada because Australia won 
out in the friendly contest for a seat on the 
Security Council of the United Nations 
Organization. Since both could not gain 
places, there is no country to which Cana- 
dians would rather yield precedence than 
to the sister dominion “down under’. 

The war record of Australia fully en- 
titled it to a seat in the executive body. 
Having known themselves the dread of 
imminent invasion, the people of the Com- 
monwealth will be keenly alert to signs of 
a revival of aggression in any quarter. 
Their representative will not be merely a 
place-holder nor a “yes man”, 

In withdrawing from the contest Can- 
ada’s delegates did right in giving their 
votes to Australia. Canada thus holds some 
moral claim that Australia’s representative 
will be ours also in more than the ordinary 
sense, There will be no doubts among Can- 
adians that Australia’s vote and influence 
will be used consistently and actively to 
promote international good feeling, prevent 
friction, and cultivate a positive inclina- 
tion to sanity and peace. 

__ Canada perhaps lost some votes because 
it had already been singled out for other 
distinction. It was the one smaller nation 
named by the Big Five as co-sponsor of the 
proposed plan for a.omic control. And— 
as shown by the polling on this question on 

Saturday—there already was a genera} 
feeling that Canada should have a place 
om the Economic and Social Council. Re- 
membering that there are more than fifty 
nations in the Organization, this Dominion 
is thus given a fair share of the kudos— 
and an opportunity to play an indefinitely 
useful part in saving the world from an- 
other holocaust. 


Still Higher Building Costs? 


The federal timber controller discloses 
that lumber manufacturers are pressing 
fax a lifting of the ceiling prices on their 
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products. The increases would of course be 
passed along through wholesalers and re- 
tail dealers to the consumer, that is to the 
man who wants to build a house for him- 
self or for sale or rent, or to put up a 
building for some other purpose. 

Nothing would more surely or more 
directly strike a blow at construction 
enterprise clear across Canada than a fur- 
ther boost in the retail prices of lumber or 
other essential building materials. These 
prices are already fantastic. They are so 
out of alignment that it is impossible for 
private enterprise to build houses at a 
cost within reach of 80 per cent of the 
people in the Dominion. 

Two or three housing schemes, good 
enough in themselves, have been projected 
by the Domniion Government. But the best 
that can be done under any one of them is 
to produce a house to rent for around $28 
a month. That just doesn’t mean anything 
to the man who has to ouprott a family on 
an income of $100 or $125 a month. If the 
rent minimum were raised two or three or 
five dollars per month by increased cost 
of building, the prospect of housing the 
returned men and their families under any 
of these schemes would be that much 
more hopeless. 

If the millmen cannot produce lumber 
for sale a. present retail prices, the only 
thing to do is to give them more money. 
But the increase will have to come out of 
the national treasury in the shape of sub- 
sidies if house-building—and other con- 
struction—is not to be still further hinder- 
ed and discouraged. 

Even under the present cost-scale the 
only apparent way to put new modern 
houses within range of that great majority 
of Canadians who earn low to moderate 
incomes is to pay subsidies to building 
firms and private builders. Any substan- 
tial increase in production cost—which 
would follow a boost in lumber prices— 
would make still larger subsidies necessary. 

Government subsidies to industry of 
any kind are objectionable. But they were 
resorted to in wartime as a means of 
stimulating production—and they did that. 
Housing in Canada is equally an emergency 
probfem, and no practical way of solving it 
has been proposed other than the payment 
of subsidies—to producers of materials or 
to the builders of houses. It may be neces- 
sary to subsidize both if 1946 is to see any 
considerable advance made in putting up 
the million and a half new houses which 
are needed in the Dominion. 


Edmonton packinghouse employees pro- 
pose that Judge Richards of the Supreme 
Court of Manitoba be asked to interpret 
the “hours of work” clause in the agree- 
ment made last fall between the union and 
the companies. The proposal is in the line 
of logic, because Judge Richards presided 
as umpire when the agreement was being 
negotiated. He should know as well as any- 
one what the clause was taken to mean 
when the bargain was made.

(including excess profits taxes), 
were $8.5 billion in 1941, $8.7 bil- 
lion in 1942, $9.8%illion in 1943, and 
$9.9 in 1944. In 1944 they were 
twice as large as in 1939, the last 
year in which World War II did not 
affect profits, and were $3 billion 
higher than in 1929, the greatest 
year of business boom hitherto ex- 
experienced in this country. These 
estimates, say the government stat- 
isticians, may be too low, since they 
are based on the records of the 
larger concerns, and it is believed 
that the smaller ones made even 
greater advances. 

Profits naturally increased more 
in the war industries than in those 
devoted mainly to products used in 
peace, but the difference is not 
striking. While the output of some 
articles was reduced, few lines of 
business failed to find substitutes. 
Civilians consumed, in the aggre- 
gate, more than ever before, and 
the government ordered nearly 
every type of product.

Convention Impressions 
Bold Leadership Required 
In Farm Groups if Present — 
Position to be Maintained 


By H. E. NICHOLS 
There was a spirit of rather re- 
served optimism, mingled with a 
certain amount of apprehension for 
the future emanting from the dele- 
gates to the UFA convention which 


makes it rather difficult to say what 
was the definite prevailing feeling. 
To a mild extent the delegates seem 
to feel that the first step which has 
been taken towards amalgamation 
is a move in the right direction. 
The idea that if agriculture can 
speak with a single voice seems 
to give confidence that any repre- 
sentations they make will receive 
greater attention from the govern- 
ment than if a singular request 
was made from two or three separ- 
ate bodies. I do not think that too 
much confidence should be placed 
on such a supposition as there are 
too many other factors involved 
which would have a bearing on the 
issue. ‘ 

THE FACT that the first hurdle 
towards amalgamation has been 
fairly easily negotiated may tend 
to minimise unduly the real dif- 
ficulties which have yet to be faced. 
Many are really looking forward to 
a much larger and enthusiastic 
membership which will equal in 
spirit that which animated the UFA 
in the early twenties; and these are 
pointing to the various adjust- 
ments which farm organizations 
have undoubtedly had an influence 
in effecting during the past two or 
three years as proof that much 
greater accomplishments will be 
effected in the future. 

I think there is grave danger in 
such a mental attitude. I am con- 
vinced that whatever fmprovement 
has taken place in the farmers’ 
economic position in the past two 
years has been brought about by 
the effects of the war. This is not 
trying to minimise much good work 
—and hard work which farmer 
bodies have accomplished in getting 
important adjustments; but we are 
blind indeed if we cannot see that 
the greatest improvement in the 
farmers’ position has been brought 
about by the fact that the war 
caused adequate markets and gov- 
ernment action provided good 
prices, 

THESE CONDITIONS have en- 
| abled farmers to get out from under 
the debt load to a considerable 
|extent, but it will need a continua- 
|tion of present prices together with 
a modification of the present in- 
come tax regulations if¢the im- 
provement of the past two years 
is to carry on into the future. 

Bold leadership will be required 
in farmer organizations if the pre- 
sent conditions prevailing in_agri- 
culture are to be maintained. 1 per- 
sonally cannot accept the idea that 
it may be necessary to take a low 
world price in order to find accept- 
ance for Canadian agricultural ex- 
ports. Some people seem to have 
the idea that the level of wages 
must be raised in China or Tim- 
buctoo before we can maintain wage 
or price levels in Canada. Let us 
put our houses in order first. We 
have the power to do it. That is

they thought it desirable, by the 
simple method of ensuring them 
parity prices. 

THIS SHOULD be the main ob- 
jective of any farmer organization 
and in my estimation is the purpose 
we had in view when we organized 
the various co-operatives. Events 
have proved that these are not cap- 
able of this accomplishment under 
the present financial control and 
the proposal to form a “farm bloc” 
is a further attempt to the objective 
of parity prices, The purpose of the 
farm bloc is not to start another 
party; but rather to inspire those 
members of Parliament elected by 
rural constituencies to do the duty 
they owe their constituents,—To 
support any legislation that will en- 
sure parity prices for farm produce, 
—no matter to which party they 
belong. 

By adopting this resolution the 
UFA made a definite step forward 
and if it is made the main objective 
of the amalgamated body will re- 
sult in greater economic stability 
and prosperity for the whole of 
Canada,

pictures, His familiar cigar was 
missing because of the no-smoking 
regulations in that area. 

But a few minutes later when he 
and Mrs. Churchill were taken to a 
reception room where correspond- 
ents waited, he was smoking a big 
cigar as he smilingly announced he 
would “answer any questions.” 

TO A QUERY regarding a South 
American suggestion he Pe made 
secretary general of the United 
Nations Organization the former 
prime minister said it was the first 
he had heard of it. 

“What is your reaction to that 
suggestion?” he was asked. 

“I haven't had time to react,” he 
retorted, 

Was he writing a war history? 
“No, not at the moment but I am 
open to offers.” He said the same 
when asked about his memoirs. “I 
may jot down a few ideas,” he said 
with a broad grin, “but I am not 
sure they will be published in my 
lifetime.” 

ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY of 
retiring from politics he said, “I 
don’t know anything about that. 
There are too many interesting 
things in politics these days.” 

Asked directly if he would give 
up leadership of his party he re- 
plied that was in the hands of the 
British Conservatives. Certainly he 
had no intention of giying it up 
“until such time as they see their 
way clear to make other arrange- 
ments which I earnestly trust they 
may do.” 

THIS BROUGHT a question as to 
his meaning—if he meant he want- 
ed to yield the leadership. “I cer- 
tainly made no such statement,” he 
said, “nor did I make any state- 
ment to the contrary.” 

Of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion Mr. Churchill said the chances | 
of its success was anybody's guess | 
but of the need for such an organ- 
ization he grimly asked “what else! 
is there in the world to hope Tor?” | 

He was strongly in favor of the

CNR Train Crew 


Scores Denial | Held Blameless 
Of Statement! In Crash Death 


The engineer and other crew 
members of CNR No. 3 passenger 
train were cleared of all blame in 
connection with the death of Wil- 
liam J. Brooks, Transit Hotel, 
North Edmonton, at an inquest held 
here Monday afternoon. Brooks 
died Dec, 27 after his truck had 
been hit by the train at Wildwood. 


ACCORDING TO evidence pro- 
duced at the inquest, Brooks left 
Edmonton for Wildwood about 5.30 
a.m. on the morning of the accident. 
After stopping at a store in Wild- 
wood they proceeded south across 
the temporary private railroad 
crossing just east of Wildwood 
station. 

Leonard Sivek, 18-year-old pas- 
senger in Brook's truck, told the 
six-man coroner's jury that the 
truck didn’t stop before crossing 
the tracks, “I looked west while 
Brooks looked to the east,” he 
stated. “I saw the train coming 
from the east when we were on the 
tracks,” he said. 

NICHOLAS SOROCHAN, Wild- 
wood hardware merchant who wit- 
nessed the accident, said that the 
train was only 20 to 30 yards away 
when the truck started across the 
tracks, He said that the engine hit 
the truck between the cab and rack. 
The truck was spun around three 
or four times and hurled 190 feet 
from the crossing before hitting a 
telegraph pole, he said. 

“I saw the driver fly out of the 
cab about 30 feet from the cross- 
ing”, Mr. Sorochan said, adding that 
he was the first to the scene and 
that he saw Sivek get out of the cab. 

Engineer Francis X, Drouin, 11012 
107 avenue, stated that he had 
sounded the regulation whistle sig- 
nals for a crossing further east and 
the private crossing. He stated that 
he saw the truck crossing the tracks 
when it was quite near, but that he 
didn't “feel” the crash. The speed- 
ing train travelled past the Wild- 
wood station before it could be 
brought to a ston, he said. His evi- 
dence was corroborated by Fireman 
George McEwen, 12239 97 street. 

THE TWO INJURED MEN were 
placed on the train and rushed to 
Edson hospital. Medical attention 
was rendered at the scene of the 
accident and on the train by Dr. J. 
W. Miller of Vancouver and two 
service nurses, Miss E. Henderson 
of Vernon military hospital and 
Miss V. Gines of Vancouver mili- 
tary hospital. 

Verdict returned by the jury 
Stated “William J. Brooks of Ed- 
monton came to his death at Edson 
on Dec. 27 as a result of an accident 
when struck by a westbound CNR 
passenger train No. 3 at approxi- 
mately 9:30 a.m. This accident oc- 
curred at the first east railroad 
private crossing from Wildwood 
station. 

“We, the jury, feel that no blame 
can be attached to the train crew 
as we believe they had complied 
with all regulations.” °

They do cry and act 
hurt, temporarily; they do run home 
to mother for sympathy, but their 
estimate of what is happening to 
them, comes from the parent. She 
it is who tells the child that Bill is 
mean to him, or Harry is selfish, or 
the group doesn’t like him and 
won't play with him. And it is what 
she says and the attitude ehe dis- 

lays which fill him with misery 

ind a sense of inferiority. 

LET MOTHERS accept the fact 
everywhere, in every neighborhood 
some children are selfish with their 
own toys and presumptuous in the 
use of others. Two little boys tend 
to league together and be cruel to 
any third who tries to horn in on 
their play. Groups of older child- 
ren ostracize or mistreat younger 
ones who want to join them. Child- 
ren say mean things to each other. 
They taunt and tease and fight. 
That is the way they are. However 
adults might like to change them, 
they remain the same. 

WHY NOT SHOW the child that 
you do not take such behavior too 
seriously? That is just what he 
needs so that he, in turn, won't 
think it all directed at him person- 
ally. Most children fight one min- 
ute and play together riotously the 
next. It is only the mothers who 
turn frigid faces toward each other 
after their children have quarreled. 


ALSO, why counsel your child to| 


be selfish because other children 
are? If it gives him satisfaction to 
be generous, then no satisfaction he 
could get by being selfish would be

child does not, Be glad he is that 
way.

Women Hold Spotlight at 


United Nations

LONDON, Jan. 15.— (BUP) — As 
fas as the gallery is concerned, the 
statesmen gathered here from all 
parts of the world are taking a 
back seat to the five women dele- 
gates to the United Nations Organi- 
zation General Assembly. 

While most of the 220 men remain 
ananymous, the women are familiar 
figures to the hundreds of soldiers, 
housewives and office workers who 
have jammed the public benches. 

The galleryites know tall. smiling 
Mrs, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Miss 
Minerva Bernadino of the Domin- 
ican Republic, fair-haired, plump 
Mrs. Evdokia Uralova of Byelorus- 
sia, chic-millinered Miss Jean Mc- 
Kenzie of New Zealand, and grey- 
haired Miss Ellen Wilkinson, Brit- 
ish minister of education. 

PERHAPS THE MOST popular 
delegate in the assembly is Mrs. 
Roosevelt, not only among the other 
representatives, but with the Brit- 
ish public. 

Hundreds line sidewalks outside 
the assembly hall every day to cheer 
her arrival and then wait for hours 
to give her a big hands when she 
leaves. 

When, during his opening presi- 
dential speech, Belgium’s Foreign 
Minister Paul-Henri Spaak referred 
to the delegate who bears “so il- 
lustrious a name,” more than 1,000 
delegates, advisers, and visitors 
burst into spontaneous applause. 

The “Little Five’ hope to gain 
total equality for women throughout 
the world, 

Miss Bernadino, who at 39 is a 
veteran of several international 
conferences including San Fran- 
cisco, said that the women of her 
country were among the most ad- 
vanced in Latin America. Of 2,000,- 
000 population, we have 250 women 
practicing all liberal professions. 
We hope other South American 
etates will follow the lead. 

MISS BERNADINO, as chairman 
of the Inter-American Commission 
of Women, represents 20 Latin Am- 
erican countries, as well as the 
United States.

Mrs. Uralova began life some 40 
years ago in humble surroundings 
outside Minsk, taught history and 
literature in high school and is now 
minister of education in Byelo- 
russia, She hopes to study Britain’?

Quebec. She was the only Canadian 
Newspaperwoman present at the 
conference from an interpretative 
and editorial standpoint. She is a 
graduate of the University of Mani- 
toba, Bachelor of Science in Home 
Economics and did post-graduate 
work at the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, 
Minn. 

IT 1S not statesmen alone, or 
delegates, but each of us, who must 
play a part in building tomorrow's 
world, said the speaker. Developing 
her point, Miss Middleton said that 
we must remember too, that each of 
us, through apathy, indifference, or 
ignorance, will be in part respon- 
sible, if another, and perhaps a final 
war, envelopes the world. 

Answering the question, “what 
leads to wars?”, the speaker de- 
clared, “human discontent”. Basic- 
ally, she said, human discontent 
developes from empty stomachs, 
poor housing and shoddy clothing. 
These are the three factors that 
make for sick minds and bodies. 
Thus human discontent is basically 
responsible for wars. 

The strongest, most fundamental 
and most humane instrument, pow- 
erful enough to prevent wars, she 
continued, is the provision of good 
food, proper housing and adequate 
clothing. These, together, provide 
for the physical needs of mankind. 

For that reason FAO, is the 
answer to the atomic bomb. For if 
people are free from want, they will 
be happy” she declared. 

OUTLINING the essence of FAO, 
Miss Middleton stated it was a per- 
manent organization with a long- 
range program, based on planned 
production, marketing and distribu- 
tion of the raw products of the 
world which are used for . food, 
shelter and clothing. “FAO repre- 
sents the first effort in history of 
nations and people united against 
that great enemy of mankind, hun- 
ger and want,” she said. 

Speaking of FAO's program, Miss 
Middleton said it is divided into the 
following sections: nutrition and 
food management, agriculture, fish- 
eries, forestry, rural welfare and 
statistics. 

Developing each point, the speak- 
er said of nutrition and food man- 
agement, that it is one of the prime 
objectives of member nations of the 
group. Levels of nutrition will he 
raised within their own borders as 
well as through the world. This 
means not only freedom from star- 
vation but the provision of food 
essential to good health, she said. 

In the field of agriculture, Miss 
Middleton felt there was much to 
be done. As well as improved con- 
ditions, more efficient production 
practises, “co-operation is a vital 
factor.” 

“MARKETING is a part of the 
broader field of agriculture and 
is the centre of the whole problem 
of production and consumption,” 
she said. Touching on forestry, the 
speaker declared it was another 
branch of FAO that is important to 
Canada, “Rural Welfare, too, is 
another problem which needs at- 
tention. Although in Canada, our 
rural areas are well advanced as 
compared to those of other coun- 
tries, there is still much to be 
done,” she declared, 

Miss Middleton told the women 
they could be instrumental in help- 
ing “Freedom from Want" to come 
into effect, by making sure that 
existing knowledge is supplied. 
“Further study is, of course, neces- 
sary, but we should know now what 
is happening and what is being 
done.” 


SPEAKING of the actual confer- 
ence itself, Miss Middleton said it 
was exciting to watch delegates and 
observers of 42 nations meeting 
more than 200 times in three weeks 
to hammer out.a formula to guide 
FAO in its great objectives. 

“We must look constantly for 


policies based on national and in-| affair, 


ternational needs, rather than on 
factional interest,” Miss Middleton 
concluded.

IN THE FEEDING of swine, pea 
meal has been tested in varying 
quantities as a replacement for 
meat meal at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm at Brandon, Manitoba. 
There are indications that 40 per 
cent of meat meal can be replaced 
by pea meal without reducing the 
efficiency of the ration. 

PASTEURIZATION as applied to 
dairying is the process of heating 
milk, cream, or dairy by-products 
to a temperature at wich all the 
disease germs that may be contain- 
ed therein will be destroyed, and, in 
the case of milk and cream, of cool- 
ing to a temeprature at which the 
growth of surviving organisms will 
be restrained, Efficient pasteuriza- 
tion insureg a safe supply of milk 
and other dairy products, delays 
the souring of milk, and improves 
the flavor and keeping quality of 
butter, 

On the other hand, inefficient 
methods of pasteurization give the 
public a false sense of security and 
form one of the chief criticisms by 
those opposed to the practice.

Forage Crop Plan
